So declares Edmund Lowe, who. 
{s creating the latest detective 
character on the. screen, and sees 
in the story a possible revamping 
of the whole fleld or mystery 
Plays. ; me : 

In Under Cover of ‘Night. which 
introduces the actor as Christop-. 
her Cross, sctentific - Sleuth, ‘the 
formula ,of ag mystery 
sustained to the last, the criminal 
being discovered in the fina} scene, 
is abandoned, and the audience 
Sguratively joins the detective in 
chasing down the clews and soly- 
ing the mystery. . ; : 

“It may be a daring experi- 
“ment,” says Lowe, “for in the’, 
Story ‘at no time does the detective 
know any more than the audience. 
-As each clue 1s worked down, the 
audience ts’ ‘in on the know.’ 


“The usual formula is one where 
the audience watches. the detec- 
tive work, but ts fn-the dark, until 
at the end he. uncovers the 
criminal and explains how he dis- 
covered him. This has always 
been regarded as the most reliable 
formula, both for fiction ‘and: 
scréén. Slr Arthur. Conan Doyle's 
Sherlock Holmes stories are the 
Perfect model, and these in turn 
were based on Edgar Allan Poe's 
detective Dupin, who was Inspired 
by Zadig, the Arabian master of 
deduction, a character created by 
Voltaire, 7 2 

“The new formula we are trying 
Is not exactly the reverse of this, 
but, just as we lke in modern pic- 
tures to have the audience laugh 
with the comedian rather.than' at 
him, .86.we are -having the au- 
dience detect with the detective.”
